The County Hospital 
Operating At A Loss 
— aa 

In a report made by Treasurer 
J. W. Ballard of the Franklin 
county hospital to the board of 
trustees, a net loss of $2982 was 
indicated for the past 11 months 
of the fiscal year. The loss for 
November amounted to $1643. 

During November, the income 
from patients declined $116 from 
the previous month. The operat- 
ing expenses were up $1161, but 
with no apparently greater signi- 
ficance than normal short-time 
variations. Investment income was 
$278. The average number of 
patients was 77 in November as 
compared with 76 in October. 

The 11-month loss, exclusive of 
a loss of $4877 on sale of invest- 
ments, totals $11,646. This is part- 
ly offset by the net cash receipts 
from subscriptions of $8666. This 
gives a net loss of $2982 for the 
11 months after subscriptions but 
before any abnormal charge-offs 
for bad debts, investment losses, 
or possible equipment deprecia- 
tion.

The Back Yard Gardener 


There seems to be quite a vogue 
lately to make home Christmas 
decorations and I certainly agree 
with the idea because there is 
quite a thrill in making your own.

Leave the 
tack heads sticking out enough so 
that you can tie string to them. 
Put four or five tacks on each 
side and two or so on each end.
